the  area  will,  with  the  Pendre  Housing  Site  development,  alter  the 
decreasing  population  trend  of  the  Borough.

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Experience  in  Wales  and  elsewhere  continues  to  show  the  value  of  maintaining 
a high  level  of  immunisation  in  the  population  against  certain  diseases. 

In  particular  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis 
and  tetanus.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  infection  has  also  proved  invaluable. 
It  must  be  emphasised  that  vifhere  these  diseases  have  been  absent  for  many  years, 
the  prevention  of  a possibly  serious  epidemic  depends  upon  the  percentage  of 
susceptible  persons  in  the  population  who  have  been  immunised  or  vaccinated 
against  these  diseases.

Most  people  can  donate  blood  to  the  blood  bank,  and  the 
amount  of  blood  taken  is  quickly  restored  from  the  body's  reserve  which  is 
replaced  in  a matter  of  days,  vi'ith  the  everlasting  and  increasing  need  for 
blood,  I appeal  that  in  the  future,  even  more  people  will  donate  blood  for 
this  most  worthy  and  needy  cause.
